Prof. O. G. Kennedy, meteorologist, 
hands us the subjoined information con- 
cerning the weather signal* hoUted every 
day on top of the University building : 
Signals hoisted at ten a. m. for Uie fol- 
lowing twenty-four hours. 

White square flag indicates clear or fair 
weatlicr. 

Blue square flag indicates rain or snow. 
Black triangle flag is Uie temperature 
signal. Placed above the other flags in- 
dicates warmer weather, below, colder. 

While flag with black square in the 
center indicates a cold wave or a small or 
rapid fall of temperature to below 45 de- 
grees. 

When several flags are used they are to 
be red from the top down. For example : 
The white flag with the black triangle 
below it indicates fair weather, colder. 

The blue flag with the black triangle 
above it indicates wanner weather, rain 
or snow. 

The triangle w ith white and blue flags 
below, indicates warmer, fair weather 
followed by rains. 

The while flag above indicates fair 
Bcather, stationary temperature. 

The blue flag above indicates rain or 
snow , stationary temperature.
